TEHRAN, Ju ly 2 — Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh of Iran 
offered today to write into the 
laws of the nationalized Iranian 
Oil Co. a clau se gu aranteeing 
“ continu ed and permanent” flow 
of Persian oil to the Western 
World.

Again, the point must be m ade 
that the acceptance of a Marxist 
philosophy or being a m em ber of 
the Communist Party, or being a 
progressive, a liberal, a reac­ 
tionary, a Fascist, a Republican 
or Democrat, or nothing at all is 
no crim e in the United States.

All this is axiomatic, but too of­ 
ten forgotten and ignored and we 
go at m en because of their be­ 
liefs and assumptions as though 
they were criminal rather than 
distasteful. But this can be said: 
We, each of us, have a right 
to reject what is distasteful. It 
is. for instance, distasteful to me 
to see a picture done by anyone 
among the “ Hollywood Ten.” I 
would not enter a movie house if 
I knew th at a picture in any w ay 
were 
associated 
with 
one 
of 
these 
persons, 
unless 
he 
had 
cleared himself by confession. 
That is my personal choice 
and I have a legal right to it— 
and a m oral right. These people 
are entitled to their rights and 
rem edies; I am entitled to mine; 
you are entitled to yours. They 
m ade 
their 
choices; 
we 
can 
m ake ours. 
It never would have occurred 
to me that anyone would object 
to the “ m orals clause,” which 
appears in m any contracts. This 
simply provides that if one acts 
indecently, by recognized A m er­ 
ican standards, so as to bring 
notoriety upon himself and

associates, he m ay be fired. Why 
not? Does one have to associate 
with swine?
